A SHIPMASTER CHARGED WITH 
ASSAULT. 


D. D, O'Keefo, of the British schaonor 
Santa Cruz, was charged ‘before Captain 
Rumsey, Harbour Master, to-day with 
assaulting William Beadle, cook * and 
steward, on 23rd July last. at. the Pellew 
Islands. Mr Gedge (of Messrs Johnson, 
Stokes and Mastor’s- Office) appeared for 
the: prosecution, end Mr Hastings (of 
Messrs Wotton and Deacon’s Office) for the 
défence. . 

The complainant ssid—I originally loft 
Port Jackson as cook and steward on board 
tho schooner Santa Cruz, and landed at.the 
Caroline Idlands Williams was master for 
some wrecks, but on arriving at the Oarolines 
Capt. O’Keefo took charge us master. , On 
23rd Jaly we were at the Pellew Islands at 
ancher: About 4 o'clock tho. dofendant 
called mo aft, 1 went dussn into tho cabin.

Tho defendant then came and hit me on the 
back of the -head, ‘anying ‘go forward,’ I 
said I would go-forward when I liked. /He | 
hit me.on the cheek sad knocked me down. 
When I was down he knelt on me and 
punched mo. - I tried to defend myself but 
could d» uotbing, He caught mo by the 
left band and put my. little fingor in 
hia mouth and bit very hard. I called out 
for help, Capt. Williams: was present. 
McQabo, one of the seamen, was on tha 
other side of tho ‘deck, McOube spoke to 
the defeudant.and ho let me up. Tho 
defendant then told the mate to pub me in 
irons,’ ‘The mate fotched ‘the hand-cufls 
and put them on me and I went forward. 
The defendant accused mo of baing drunk. 
1 said I was not, und if anybody was drunk 
it was he, I remained forward with the 
irons on till abont five o'clock that after- 
noon, when-the defendant sent for me and 
told. me to. go to work and say no more 
about it. The irons were then taken off. 

Mr ‘Hastings submitted that the cise 
was not within the jurisdiction of this 
court aa the alleged offence took ‘place in 
Spanish watera and as the defondant is an 
Atprican subject. 

The caso was remanded till to-morrow. |
